Three Infants Born to Mothers 
Impregnated Wit ft Frozen Semen 


IOWA CITY (IP) — Three in- 


fants have been born to mothers 
impregnated with stored frozen 
semen, Dr. R. G. Bunge, Univer- 
sity of Iowa prologist, has dis- 
closed. 
The births, first in the records 


of mankind from this manner of 
conception, occurred some weeks 
ago.Dr. Bunge and Dr. J. K. Sher- 
man, 
a urology department as- 
sociate, announced in December 
that the births were expected. 
Dr. Bunge said all scientific in- 


formation would be presented in 
a contest sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Society for the Study of 
Sterility in a meeting at San 
Francisco, June 18-20. 


WHAT 
HE!'S anxious to de- 


termine, Dr. Bunge explained, is 
whether the children, born in 
this study of therapeutic insem- 
ination, are normal. 
"The longer I know these kids," 


said the doctor of the 
three 


babies, "the better off we'll be in 
seeking to answer that important 
question." 
There was no indication, it was 


learned from other sources, that 
the infants are other than normal. 


Another indication of normality 
was the definite intention of the 
doctors concerned to enter their 
study in artificial insemination 
of humans in the San Francisco 
scientific session's contest.

EARLIER, THE scientists had 


stated that the three mothers 
taking part in the study were "of 
high integrity" but had failed to 
achieve motherhood in marriage.

He said that in a scien- 
tific way, there was no doubt 
that the "source of the concep- 
tion is valid." 
Another woman has since been 


impregnated in the same way 
and is in her th'rd to fourth 
month of pregnancy.

PREVIOUSLY, in an article, 


Drs. Bunge and Sherman stated: 
"The results of our study show 


that the greatest percentage of 
survival of active semen was ob- 
tained in specimens which -were 
frozen or stored in dry ice." 
Under proper conditions, the ar- 
ticle added, human semen could 
months. 
Then, after quick thawing in at 
least 37-degree water, the semen 
would have an average sperma- 
tazoal survival of 67 per cent. 
Their article also discussed the 
feasibility of storage banks of 
frozen human semen. 
At the present titme. there is a 


laboratory at the university for 
collection of semen from childless 
fathers and a bank for its storage.

The City Council, proposing to 
post small signs giving the speed 
limit below other type traffic 
cigns, may -act to remedy this.

The vaccine is scheduled to 
be given soon to up to one mil- 
lion children to test its effective- 
ness, to learn whether it actuall} 
protects against polio this sum- 
mer.

THE VACCINE is made of dead 
polio virus. Dead virus rannot 
cause polio. Each batch of vac- 
cine is given triple tests, includ- 
ing injections into monkeys, sepa- 
rately by the manufacturer, the 
Public Health Service, a n d Dr. 
Salk's laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh

program thus calls for nine tests 
in all of e\ery batch to detect 
any live and dangeious \irus. 
Winchell said on his icgular 
Sunday night ABC network uro- 
gram.

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Editorial Comment and Opinion 
Alter Five Years of NATO 
I 


It was doubtless a coincidence that the 


fifth anniversary of North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization was ushered in by a stroke of 
Kremlin propaganda in the form of a pro- 
posal that Russia be admitted to the al- 
liance. The attack (for that is what it was, 
actually) gained force from the continued 
weakness of EDC, which if it ultimately 
rules that alliance out of the picture will 
add to the responsibility of NATO. 


Jn a short five years the Western Euro- 


pean states and the United States have pro- 
jected a vast defensive system, much of it 
completed, which has necessitated the as- 
-sociation with strange neighbors, Spam for 
instance, and the swallowing of prejudices 
on a grand scale. Russia professes to be- 
lieve that this defensive ring is in fact 
planned for purposes of aggression, with all 
,'the guns aimed at her. Moscow's proposal is 
therefore something designed to confuse and 
disturb the allies:, who must reject it with- 
out permitting any implication that NATO 
can be considered anything other than it is. 


The only way to prove this latter conten- 


tion, Molotov insists, is to admit Russia 
to membership. This would of course de- 
stroy the character, function and purpose 
of NATO. Its effect would be political dis- 
Hrmameni of the West while the Soviet 
Union remained politically armed bv its 
effective control of its satellites. 


There is no use pretending that Moscow's 


coup won't affect the thinking of many 
people in France and other West European 
countries who yearn, for almost any settle- 


ment with the Soviets. It will complicate, 
it it doesn't actually preclude, P'rench rati- 
fication of EDC. (But whether anything 
could persuade France to this step is hard 
to know, at this point). For these reasons, 
it is being .suggested, the State Department 
might well have set forth the reasons for its 
rejection of the proposal, rather than brush 
it off with cliches. 


Yet the critics find it hard to argue with 


State's position, since Molotov's offer 'would 
be unacceptable even if it were genuine. It 
the Soviets were actually alarmed by the 
possibilities of hydrogen weapons and de- 
cided it was time to come to terms with the 
West, joining NATO isn't the way to do it, 
Because NATO is an effect, not a cause—an 
effect of the Soviets' own actions, their ab- 
sorption of Slast European nations, their 
dividing Germany and Europe and massing 
big military forces on their side of the line. 
If they have any idea of mitigating what 
they choose to call the "threat" of NATO, 
they themselves must remove its causes. 
"But it would be salutary," as the Wall 
i Street Journal puts it, "if in their formal 
replies to the Soviet note, the Western pow- 
ers \vould state their reasons so plainly that 
even neutralists could see through Mr. Molo- 
tov's transparent glass."

Watch Those Excise Taxes 


The relief assumed to be inherent in the 


trimming of excise taxes may prove illusory 
unless the public takes some responsibility 
for making it factual. Some firms announced 
at once that their prices were being cut in 
accordance with the new schedule and that 
is fine. Nevertheless current prices aren't 
being trimmed all down the line automatic- 
ally, as was the obvious intent of the legis- 
lation. Government has no power, nor would 
anyone want it to have, to fix retail prices. 


x But Congress did fix things up so some pro- 
ducers and distributors will get rebates for 
taxes already paid on present stocks. They 
won't have to charge the customer the old 


• tax on appliances, for instance, furs, jewelry 


> or most items of cosmetics. On a few lines, 


including camera film and mechanical pen- 


', cils, it is up to the retailer to absorb the 


tax or pass it along to the shopper. 


Human nature 
being what 
it is, the 


customer has a duty to see that he gets the 
benefit of the excise cuts on the items 
named above. Here is where that great 
economic factor, competition, comes into the 
picture. It will automatically police retail 
prices on commodities for which tax rebates 
have been made at the retail level. Actually 


it will operate to keep prices in line on 
other items, though it is not of course the 
only factor. 


Meanwhile the tax cuts will probably 


give business the kick it needs, though opin- 
ion isn't unanimous on this. Merchants do 
agree, however, that whether or not sales 
pick up sharply, customers will no longer 
hang back as they had been doing while 
cuts were pending. Enterprising manufac- 
turers may be expected to try to salvage 
something by changing styles of luggage, 
including that controversial "luggage" item, 
women's handbags, and several other types 
of goods so as to open the way for higher 
retail prices that will cut down on the tax 
saving intended for the customer. As for 
theater tickets, telephone tolls and the like, 
the public is alerted and should get the 
promised tax relief. At least this cannot 
be evaded without warning. 


For the consuming public, the excise cuts 


should mean a drop of something like half 
of 1 per cent in the official index of prices, 
if all reductions are passed along. Consump- 
tion should increase this drop, in the nat- 
ural course of events, especially if the shop- 
per is alert.

It is fitting that 
he is leaving the position to take one of 
the top extension service jobs in the state. 
As district supervisor, he will oversee ex- 
tension work 111 22 southeastern Nebraska 
counties. 


During his 10 years in the Lancaster 


County office, "Pete," worked hard to as- 
sist the county's farmers. But he also was 
faithful to the urban population of Lincoln, 
an especially agriculturally-conscious and 
actively-gardening group of city dwellers.

Federal government. 


The real controversy will and should 


center upon'the immense and partially hid- 
den subsidy to the irrigation districts that 
would he included in tho project. The State 
of California has already called attention 
to this feature. It contends that the "Coll- 
oran Formula," which Is proposed to be 
used to govern the repayment of the funds 
advanced for irrigation out of the proceeds 
of the sale of electric power. Is an inde- 
fcrtsible departure from traditional practice 
in making irrigation pay Its way over a 
period of yean>. 


This departuie has been due to the patent 


fact that irrigation is, from year to year, 
becoming an economically unfeasible extrav- 
agance. Plainly, the parts of the desert 
that can be made to bloom like the rose 
are becoming less and less able to pay their 
way. The large states whose taxpayers must 
shoulder the subsidy involved are becoming 
more and more wary of such projects. And 
California, once an undeveloped "reclama- 
lion" stale, is now one of those big, tax- 
burdened states.

At this 
time the people of Lincoln were 
told that they would have a 
chance to decide later if this 
money was to be spent together 
with 3900,000 for the purpose of 
building an auditorium at 15th 
and N Streets. 


Therefore, I have based my 
opinion that the Supreme Court 
has overruled the majority of 
the people and went beyond their 
power and beyond the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws and decided 
against the majority of the voters 
Also the Supreme Court's instruc- 
tions to the courts, in my estima- 
tion, was too brutal as to the 
way it was written.

As a young business- 
man 1 kept up those associations, and the 
firehouse became the focus of my friend- 
ships. 


At 17, I started out on my own and got 


a job -with a banking company at $15 a 
week. I had been with this company about 
seven jears when the depression came. 


Then my company began taking over 


hotels right and left. As their hotel repre- 
sentative, I found myself directly operating 
many of these hotels, including the Ambas- 
sador, Lincoln, Delmonico, Ritz Tower and 
others. 
I learned a lot in those early years, not 


only about business and hotel management, 
but also about people from all walks of life. 
As well as catering to royalty and V.I.P.'s 
we had to handle suicides, throw out opium 
smokers and spot the phonies. I became 
rather cynical about our society, as a whole, 
and decided that the life of a bachelor was 
for me. 


With three such vital interests as hotels, 
Fire Department and sports, I reasoned 
that my life was full. But I was soon to 
learn, through bitter disappointment, that 
something else was still missing. Events took 
a curious way to disclose this to me. 


It Was Sold 


Of all the hotels I managed, the 1,400- 
room Lincoln was my favorite. 


In 1938 the owners decided to liquidate 
their real estate holdings, and gave me first 
chance to buy the Lincoln at $400,000 over 
the mortgage. But I couldn't quite raise this 
amount. When the hotel was sold and the 
new owners entered, it broke my heart. 


A deep and bitter disappointment forces 


a man to re-examine his beliefs and con- 
victions. Some of mine underwent a hit of 
change during the next few years. It was 


mt this time that I met Violet Emerson- 
better known as "Bibs." 


I was invited to a dinner one night back 
in 1942 by the famous Deputy Fire Com- 
missioner, Dr. Harry M. Archer, and his 
wife Emelie. "Your companion is a charm- 
ing widow," they assured me. 
Frankly, I didn't look forward to that 
particular arrangement, and Bibs told me 
later that she wasn't too happy about the 
prospect of their bachelor friend as a dinner 
partner either. Before the evening was over, 
however, my philosophy about bachelor- 
hood was being restudied. 


They Loved Her, Too 


As a matter of fact, the very next day I 
took her over to meet Capt. Charles Kuehhas 
and the boys of Fire Truck 24. They fell 
for her too. Often during our courtship we 
chased fires 
together, 
winding 
up tired, 


clothes saturated with smoke, in some all- 
night coffee shop. 


With my marriage to Bibs in 1943, and the 
close association with our minister, the 
missing elements in my life were falling: into 
place. When facing a tough decision or op- 
position, when concerned over the health 
and -problems of a loved one, or when gen- 
erally in need of spiritual guidance the three 
of us would get together for prayer and 
discussion. 


One of the crucial decisions of our lives 
came in 1944—whether or not to buy the 
Hotels Martinique and Concourse Plaza in 
New York City. I had been managing both 
hotels since 1939, and they were now of- 
fered to me for purchase. 


Together my wife, minister and I asked 


God's assurance that we were on the right 
track. Then we prayed for wisdom and 
strength to properly handle the new venture 
and responsibility. 


A Happier Future 


Now I know that my former disappoint- 
ment just conditioned me for a brighter and 
happier future, for my goal was reached the 
hard way rather than being handed to me. 


Running a hotel is an exciting job. You 
will meet and deal with all types of people. 
There are countless decisions to be made. 
The tension and activity can shake a man 
to pieces. It may get to me some day, but 
I don't think so, and here's why. 


Every morning before starting the day, my 


wife and I sit in our living room and have 
a period of auiet meditation. During that 
period we pray together about all the prob- 
lems of the day. 


Before going to bed, no matter how late 


it is, I have learned first to relax my mind 
completely. Then, as I read some Scripture 
passages, my mind becomes saturated with 
their great ideas. 


These devotions, and a regular attendance 


at church, keep my sense of serenity and 
provide me with a balance for living.

"Intelligence and Morality Inherited"

Because, nowadays, one hears only about 


the poor environment of delinquent boys 
it is interesting to note that some Chilean 
investigators recently found

A lack 
of affection between the de- 
linquent boys and their par- 
ents was noted in every case, 
bul this, of course, could be 
due to the fact that usually a 
delinquent is anything but a 
lovable person.

son, of Los Angeles, an expert 
in. this field, has pointed out 
in his fine book, it is true that

"these boys commonly have an unsatisfactory 
home life, but this could well be due to 


, the fact that the unsatisfactory home was 


produced by a father who was a psychotic 
or alcoholic or good-for-nothing. Today, in 
many circles, no one is permitted to say 
what is obvious, and that is that the boy 
may have inherited the same tendency to 
psychosis or criminality which wrecked the 
life of his father. 


Sixty-odd years ago, Dr. Henry A. Woods, 


realizing that the only records of human 
ability and mental health we have, running: 
hank 25 generations or so, are to be found 
in the bios raphies of crowned heads and 
their relatives, spent years gathering: all 
tiic data he could find about these people. 
He classified them according to ability and 
morality, and then analyzed his findings in 
a remarkable book, called Heredity and 
Royalty. It was published in 1906. In this 
he proved that not only is intelligence in- 
herited, but also, morality. Anyone who will 
take the trouble to read this fascinating, but 
entirely neglected, hook will see how the 
facts emerged. 


As the Chilean investigators recently con- 


cluded, juvenile delinquency appears to re- 
sult from a complex interworking of a 
number of causes, partly hereditary and 
partly environmental. A very important 
point made by Dr. Thompson, after studying 
hundreds 
of 
psychopathicnlly 
delinquent 


criminals in California, is that a poor en- 
vironment can produce a criminal but it 
doesn't seem to lie able to produce a delin- 
quent psychopathic criminal. He has to be 
born. 
Why Do We Grow Old? 


l\To one seems to know why every living 


thing in the world gradually grows old. We 


know now that we human beings do not all 
grow steadily with the years. Some people 
are old by the time they are 40, "while others 
are young and active and wide-awake at 
70. There is a disease called progeria in 
which a boy of 10 or 12 looks like a wiz- 
ened-up little old man of 90. 


Some authorities say we are as old as 


our arteries, and it is true that we die when 
our arteries grow too old. Our brain and 
our heart and our kidneys all tend to fail 
when many of the little arteries that supply 
these organs \vith blood become plugged-up. 
But how are we to explain the early death 
of the many small organisms which have 
no blood vessels at all? 


Some persons argue that organisms be- 


come old because their component cells wear 
out, but this doesn't sound reasonable be- 
cause much of the body is continually being 
rebuilt with newly-formed cells. We know, 
also, that Dr. Carrel, of the Rockefeller 
Institute kept a culture of body cells alive 
for many years, transplanting them every 
so often to new media. Handled in this 
way, they seemed to be immortal. 


A mouse and a man and a tortoise have 


much the same cells and tissues and blood 
vessels, and yet the mouse may live two 
years, the man 70 years, and the tortoise 
300 years. 


A while ago Dr. Clyde McCay divided 
litter-mate rats into two groups, one of 
which he fed with a standard diet, and the 
other with a diet so limited in calories that 
the growth of the animals was retarded. 
Curiously, the stunted rats lived much longcr 
than did the normal 'ones. Similar results 
have been obtained with more primitive 
animals. Curiously, once a small animal's 
growth is complete, semi-starvation does 
not seem to have any effect on its span of 
life. Man is more fortunate because, after 
he is stout, if he reduces, he has some chance 
of prolonging his life. . 


It is unfortunate that we don't know much 


nbout the great difference in tissues in a 
man who drops dead when he is 30, and 
in one who Lives actively until he is 90.

Texans Thrilled 
By San tee Spree 


AUSTIN, Tex. (/P)—T6 the re- 
gret of track fans in the South- 
west, the Texas Relays have seen 
the last of Wes Santee, the gifted 
Kansan who for two years put on 
the greatest one man show this 
track and field carnival ever wit- 
nessed. 


Cooky Wes, the fellow who says 
he'll break a record and then does 
it, anchored nothing but winning 
relay teams in. his two appear-, 
ances and in running with seven 
such quartets, he left four records 
and one record tie as a memorial 
to his prowess. 
Santee, the 6-foot-l, 150-pound 
stringbean with the bristly black 
hair and the chop stride, wound 
up his Texas Relays efforts by be- 
ing named top athlete of the meet, 
for the second straight year. 


Tribute was justly paid the 


flying young man from Kansas 
but there also were some words 
of praise for the greatest sprint- 
ing troupe Clyde Littlefield has 
gathered at Texas. 
Llttlefield, coach of Texas track 


for some 35 years, started produc- 
ing great sprinters in the mid-30s. 
Now it's a trade mark and this 
year Littlefield has capped his ef- 
forts. 
The Texas sprinters won three 
relays, setting records in two, and 
took the first three places in the 
100-yard dash. So well did the 
Longhorns dominate the sprint 
field that they virtually ran away 
with Texas Relays team title. 


Kansas vied with Texas for the 
most victories and actually won 
more although not placing as 
many men. The Jayhawks won 
the sprint medley relay, four-mile 
relay and two-mile relay ">hile 
taking individual titles in the high 
hurdles and javelin throw. 
Santee did the half-mile in 
1:48.3 and 1:49.7 in anchoring 
Kansas spring medley and two- 
mile relay teams and turned a 
4:05.8 mile as key man in 
the 


four-mile.

its galaxy of sprinters—Charley 
Thomas. 
Back are Dean

He showed his steel in romping 


100 yards in 9.6 seconds, which 
equalled what Smith did in win- 
ning the university division 100.

And the freshman 440-yard-re- 
lay team ran a 41.8, which is 
mighty fast for this event not to 
mention what the Texas varsity 
did with it. The Longhorns ran 
the sprint relay in 40.8, a world's 
record for the 440 relay around 
two turns and just three-tenths of 
a second over the world record for 
the event on one turn. 
Thus 
Texas 
contribute^ a 
world's record the same as-Kan- 
sas—that 3:20.2 sprint medley 
which Santee anchored and which 
smashed the record set by-New 
York University at 3:22.7 in 1950.

My, reasons for this are as follows: No manufacturing: 


plant wonts employees who habitually use Alcoholic Bev- 
erages> or wilLallow employees* on-the* job who are under 
the influence of same, because such persons-are not safe 
workers. I believe that every* industry in Mexia can truth- 
fully say that thj&y have had less trouble from this source 
since this County voted. Dry. 


In a conversation some months, ago. with one of the 


leading exponents of the move to legalize the sale of al- 
coholic beverages, he stated that "honky-tonks!' or 
places where alcoholic beverages were sold in connection 
with dance haU$> could not obey the law/ and; operate, 
profitably.. I believe he is correct, because-many of such 
institutions were convicted of law violation and:some 
pad-focked^during the years of legalized sales. I am not' 
gping.ro vote for their return-even though-we.are promis- 
ed screening of applicants for license and strict law en- 
forcement, If the sale of such beverages is lawful, there 
is.no reason why anyone who can pay for the license 
should not sell it.- 


As to law enforcement; boot-legging can be controlled 


just as easily as legalized sales, I believe our enforce- 
ment officers are doing a goodjob at present. We can not 
expect o.ur law officers to do all of the enforcing, or to be 
very enthusiastic about making arrests, when legal tech- 
nicalities are used-so many times to free the violator. 
Our laws, a re enforceable to the extent that you. and I de- 
mand that they be enforced and are willing to cooperate 
with our officers.

The record,during the years of legalized* sale in, our 


County shows twenty-two deaths on our highways and in- 
numerable wrecks. Since it was abolished, I have heard 
of-no deaths and seen no report of serious wrecks, 


I note that it is stated that we lost a lot of people when 


Prohibition returned last Fall. I have watched the want 
ads in our daily paper and have not seen, very many 
homes offered for sale or apartments for rent. Today our 
Chamber, of Commerce has few applications for homes 
and no homes listed for sale. .During the. last several 
months, I have noticed a number of homes being built 
but when we need additional employees, at the Mexia 
Textile Mills, they find.it difficult to secure suitable ac- 
commodations. 


Our schools and churches teach the danger in and the 


results from the use of Alcohol, and'then we are asked, 
to place the temptation to use it before our citizens and 
young people because it brings more money, into, our 
town. This does not make good sense to me. 


For three years or more our State has suffered drouth 


which has caused loss in revenue to farmers, Cattlemen, 
and, manufacturing plants. Nationally, living: beyond 
our income for-many years, uncertainty over the future, 
overproduction in many, lines, competition from coun- 
tries with fowerstandards of living, than ours, have caus- 
ed depressed conditions that are finally catching^ up with 
us. For me to say that the lack of income from the sale of 
Alcoholic Beverages here is responsible for the lower 
sales in the textile industry, would- be a misrepresenta- 
tion of fact and I believe this can be said;as well for a 
number of merchandising places in Mexia. 


This, town prospered and grew for. many years without 


the; legalized-sale of beer.or wines. I ask that you carer 
fulryo consider the arguments thaf hove been presented' 
to you for their legalized sale, most of which you will find 
were refuted when the last election w.aj held and still 
hold true, and cast your vote against the legalized sole 
of beer and wine in our Community.
